The operator was reminded that the SPCC plan needs to be reviewed and updated if
needed. The SPCC plan needs to be re-certified by a registered professional
engineer in the State of Utah.

2. _Signs and Markers

The Mine ID sign is posted at the entrance to the permit area from the forest service
road. The sign contains the name, permit ID #, address, and phone number of the
operator. All other signs and markers observed during the inspection met the coal
rules.

.a__Hydrologic Balance: Diversions

A concrete jersey barrier and metal pipe were in the culvert inlet on the fan pad during
the inspection. Flow can still reach the culvert inlet, but the obstructions need to be
removed as soon as possible. The operator needs to assure that all pad areas (fan
pad and storage pad) drain into the culvert inlet.

4.b Hydrologic Balance: Sediment Ponds and Impoundments

The sediment pond has been re-surveyed and the operator needs to submit as soon
as possible an amendment that contains the information and drawings to represent
the current capacities of the sediment pond. The sediment pond cleaning took place
in the fall of 2003. The operator indicated on the last inspection that the information
would be submitted by the end of the month. During the current inspection, the
operator indicated that the drawings for the pond need to be retrieved from taped files
by their IT personnel. Once that information is recovered then the maps can be
updated and submitted. The information should be submitted to the Division within
two weeks. If the information is not forth coming, enforcement action may be required.

4.d Hydrologic Balance: Water Monitoring

Second quarter 2004 water monitoring is uploaded in the EDI website. Water
monitoring is current.
